erpꝛeſle Command of his Maieſty That the Zo2d Mayoꝛ and 
115 bꝛethꝛen, the Aldermen, ſhould enter into lertous conſidera⸗ 
tion ofthat particular grieuance, as a thing altogether vnſuffe- 
able, and ſhould let ſuch pꝛices as they ſhould conceiue to be fit 


fo2 all {mail Acates and other pꝛouiſions, and to ſet vp the ſame 
m publck : Tables to the end that both Guyer and Seller may take notice thereof: and allo ſhould vary 


them from tune to time as they ſhall finde niſt cauſe. In obedience whereunto, the ſaid Lo2d Mapoꝛ, 
by the aduꝛte ok the laid Aldermen, koꝛ remedy and rekoꝛmation thereof, hath, vpon mature deliberation, 
ſet ſuch rates md pꝛices as ſeeme meete and realonable to be giuen and paid foꝛ ali ſoꝛts of Poultry and 
other mall Acates, to be lold within this City and Liberties thereof, and hath commanded the lame 
rates tobe publiſhed and let vpm Tables, to the end and intent that all and euery perlon and perlons 
may thereby haue cleare knowledge and vnderſtanding what the Poulterers and all other perſon and 
perſons ought iuſtly to demand oꝛ take of them foꝛ their Poultry, vended as afo:eſaid, Streightlychar⸗ 
ging and commanding euery ofthe laid Poulterers and others, as afoꝛelaid, that they oz any of thein do 
not at any time oꝛ times hereafter demand, require oꝛ take any moꝛe oꝛ greater pꝛite foꝛ their laid Poul- 
try, than is aſſeſſed and rated as afoꝛelaid: And that no manner ot perſon oz perſons doe many wile pay 
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moꝛe than after the lame rates. And allo, that euery perſon do obey and keep al well the ſaid pꝛites, as all 
bother pꝛices that ſhall from tune to tune hereafter be ſet and appointed by the ſaid Loꝛd Mayoꝛ foꝛ any 
pꝛouilion ot Uictuall whatloeuer vpon pam of luch puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the Traulgreſſoꝛs, 


as actoꝛding tothe lawes, and their deſerts ſhall bee thought meete and requiſite. Pꝛouided alwapes, 
that all manner of perſons may from time to time buy Poultry at leſſer and lower pꝛices, as they can 
furniſh themlelues.
